Fact* Abo«t. tbe Biddle Brothers, 
Who £*eapeil From I'lttibnrK Jail. 
It is difficult to explain the Influence 


that Edward Bltidle, one of the Biddle 
brothers who .recently made a sensa- 
tional escape from the Pittsburg jail,, 
where they were copfined for ti}e mur- 
der of Thouias IJ. Kahney. a grocer of 
tlount Washington. Pa,, has upon wo- 
men. 
Ever since his arrest he; had 


been visited In jail by girls, young 
•women and old women, says tbe New 
York Herald. Some were members-of 
the best families of Pittsburg. 


Governor Stone was visited at Har- 


risburg just after Christmas by a young 
•woman, who succeeded in obtaining a 
respite of forty (lays for the two mur- 
derers. What arguments she used the 
governor refuses to tell, and he also 
dec-Hues to disclose her identity. In a 
statement just issued he said that she 
was a member of a respected Pittsburg 
family, and therefore be will not give 
her name. 
While In HarriKburg this 


woman was interviewed by reporters. 
She told.them she believed the Biddies 
bad been more sinned against than sin- 
ning and that if given an opportunity 
they would lead hoaest and useful 
lives. She is described as tall, hand- 
some and well dressed and about twen- 
ty-two years old. Tbe only clew to lier 
identity was furnished wlaen she said 
that two gold medals she was wearing 
were won by her in elocutionary con- 
tests. 


Tbe Biddies are believed to come 


from nn excellent family- 
They had 


more than an ordinary education, but 
of their early life little is known. Both 
have served time in the Ohio and In- 
diana penitentiaries. In Michigan they 
are well known, but tbe police never 
fastened any crime upon them.
